CB’ing at 
Random

Even though we live in a nice 
quiet Community, and the theft 
of CB radios has not reached 
the iarge proportions that are 
happening in the large’ metro- 
politan areas of our state. The 
fact is, many are stolen in 
Crawtord County each month. 
Many CB’ers have already dis- 
covered the sad fact that their 
CB has been “Ripped Off. i will 
try to give others that have not 
had this happen yet, some tips 
on keeping tis Mmp-Or tran 
happening, and what you should 
do before it happens. 

Probably the most obvious 
thing that you can do 1s to 
LOCK YOUR CAR. The next 
step is to secure your set either 
with a sturdy lock, or mount it 
on a removable slide plate or 
mount fhat will allow you to 
remove the set completely from 
your car. 
lock it in the trunk of your car. 

A good way to avoid thett ts 
to remove the “Flag Pole” or 
antennea that lets everyone 
know that you have a CB in the 
car. This step is not always 
possible with every type of 
antennea. But for those with 
trunk mounts, the antennea can 
be mounted on a hide away or 
“Flip-Flop” mount. The anten- 
nea can then be lowered into the 
trunk and out of sight when you 
leave your car. Magnetic anten- 
neas are another answer to this 
problem. 

What do you do if your radto 
is still stolen?----When you first 
purchase your radio, write down 
on a piece of paper the Brand 
Name, Model and serial num- 
ber, along with any distinguish- 
ing marks on the radio and put it 
in a safe place where you can 
find if later You can also ao to 
the iocai police or Sheriff's 
office and have your Michigan 
drivers license aumber ingraved 
on the back of the set. This 
number is easily traced in 
Michigan. Call Signs’ SS 
fytibers Eto. are nui easily 
traced. and ! do not recommend 
that they be used. These steps 
are important because if your 
set 1s recoveréd. you must be 
able to prove that it was yours. 

These are just a few of the 
steps that can be taken. i'm sure 
that there are many more. Vf 
you can come up with a good 
solution, let me know, and 1 will 
be gla to pass it along.

Try using 
RG&/U cable in piace of the 
skinny RGS58-U cable.

which use wind and sun and probably for quite awhile wood to 
suplement the power from other sources. Anyone who thinks that 
we will always have oil is poking their head in the sand, and only a 
few rich arabs can poke their head in the sand and come out 
smelling like a rose. Thera is no doubt the ail will run out...it’s only 
a matter of time. The one thing we will never run completely out of 
is sun, wind and natural gas. Wait a minute you say what does this 
Quy mean, natural gas. 

Well, it's true. Everyday we burn millions of cubic feet of 
natural gas but there could be lots more around if we went after it 
on alarge scale. Natural gas is simply methane gas. Methane gas is 
produced by any rotting material, as it decomposes. $0 all you have 
to do is put waste (human and animal) into a large tank and add any 
organic compost and it can be used to generate electricity. The end 
result of all of that is a nice batch of decomposed fertilizer and 
some cheap energy. It also eliminates a lot of raw sewage treatment 
plants and recycles a lot of energy. Think it is impossible or never 
will come? it has already been done in three different countries and 
is in the experimental stages in Chicago right now in the huge

There are lots of alternatives avaiiabie. Hopefully we wiil 
pursue the cleaner ones and stay away from coai and ali the nice 
dirt it produces. That will be a step in the wrong direction...back to 
the dark ages. :

Mercy Hospital Seeks 
Expansion Approval 


LANSING--The Sisters of Mercy, operators of 
Morcy Hospital at 1100 Michigan Ave. in Grayling, are 
seeking approval from the state for a proposed 
expansion-renovation program. 

The plans for which approval is being sought call 
for improvements and in some cases expansion or 
renovation which would correct the existing licensing 
and fire safety dificiencies. Many areas of the hospital 
wauld be involved in the $4.2 million project, including 
the obstetrical dept., radiology, the dept. of nucelar 
medicine, the laboratory. emergency dept., and the 
ventilation system. An intergrated patient monitoring 
system would be installed and the OB unit would be 
expanded by two beds. making it an 8- bed unit. 

Ine administration has appiied to the State Heath 
Dept. for project approval in tne form of a Certificate of 
Need. The proposal is presently under review hy the 
Division of Health Facility Planning and Construction, 
as called for by state and federal regulations. 

Hospital sources have indicated that if approved, 
the project would be completed by May 1979. 


CETA Summer Employment 
For Crawford County Youth 


A minimum of 40 Crawford County youth from age 14 
through 21 will be employed through the CETA funded 
Summer Program for Economically Disadvantaged 
Youth (SPEDY). 

Youth from familities that meet tne income ot 
disadvantaged criteria as established by the U.S. Dept. 
of Labor are eiigibie for ihe program. 

Interested youth may make preliminary application 
for the SPEDY program at either the County CETA 
office or through their high school. Apptication should 
be completed by 6/3/77. 

Youth selected forthe program will be paid $2.30 per 
hour and wil! work 30 hours per week. The program 
will run from 6/20/77 to 8/26/77. 

The program is designed to provide meaningful work 
exper:ence with public and governmental agencies. It 
is planned that certain youth will also qualify for 
CO-OP work experience or vocational education credit 
through the program. 

The SPEDY program is funded by the Region 9 
Manpower Consortium. C.0.0.R. intermediate School 
District will be responsible for the selection and 
placement of students in Crawford and Oscoda 
Counties.
